wit,  the  depth  of  reading,  and.  withal,  the 
great  kindliness  and  consideration  for  others 
— musicians,  authors,  singers,  and  actors— 
which  were  displayed  by  Verdi  and  by  hia 
wife.  Of  other  great  composers  the  Maestro 
speaks  not  only  with  kindness  and  cousider- 
ation,  but  with  positive  admiration  ;  that  is 
tosav,  be  finds  something  to  admire  in  the 
|  works  of  them  all,  and  what  he  raunot  ap- 
i  prove  he  does  not  criticise.  Still,  he  is 
I  never  injudicious  or  inconsiderate  in  his 
|  praise  That  he  was  so  at  times  might  well 
!  be  inferred  from  the  stray  scrap*  of  gossip 
I  regarding  him  which  now  and  then  find 
i  their  way  into  the  newspaper*, 
j  Real  modesty  is  one  of  the  msa's  leading 
!  characteristics.  It  is  positively  disagreeable 
I  to  him  to  be  praised  to  his  face,  and  to  this 
feellug  is  doubtless  to  be  attributed  his 
disinclination  to  visit  foreign  countries.  Yet 
he  is  most  anxious  to  see  America,  and,  de¬ 
spite  Uis  dislike  for  the  sea,  he  thinks  if  he 
lives  that  he  may  do  so.  “It  must  be  a  won¬ 
derful  country, “  he  said,  "a  wonderful 
country,  and  1  should  so  much  like  to  see  the 
great  Niagara — " 

“  But  you  never  will,"  broke  in  his  faith¬ 
ful  wife.  “You  are  too  much  wedded  to 
your  Villa  Sant’  Agsta."  This  was  said  as 
we  were  taking  our  leave. 

Doubtless  the  sensible  and  far-scelag 
Strepponi  spoke  the  troth.  She  knows 
better  than  any  one  else  how  much  her  dis¬ 
tinguished  husband  is  attached  to  his  country 
home  and  the  life  he  lives  there.  And  well 
he  may  be  so,  for  a  more  peaceful  existence, 
and  one  more  free  from  care  and  anxjety  of 
every  sort,  it  would  be  difficult  to  imagine. 
It  is  the  habit  of  the  maestro  to  rise  at  5 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and,  after  partaking 
of  black  coffee  to  walk  about  h»  extensive 
grounds.  Then  he  usually  rides  one  of  his 
many  horses  for  an  hour,  aud  afterward., 
with  good  appetite,  eats  his  always  frugal 
breakfast.  He  is  then  ready  for  billiards, 
bis  favorite  game,  and  sometimes  indulges 
in  the  pastime  for  hours,  without  intermis¬ 
sion.  Much  more  frequently,  however,  he 
spends  the  greater  part  of  the  afternoon 
walking  about  the  country  visiting  the  poor 
people  of  the  neighborhood,  who  are  much 
attached  to  him  and,  in  a  quiet,  unostenta 
tioua  war,  doing  good  wherever  he  goes. 
At  5  o’clock  he  dines.  ant!  then,  aftor  slight 
exercise,  retires  to  his  study.  It  is  a  pecu 
liar  room,  hung  with  silk  of  a  pale  gold  color 
and  containing  little  furniture  save  a  great 
(  round  table  littered  with  books  and  music, 

(  a  wide  nofn.  and  a  narrow  bud.  In  one 
f  sunny  comer  is  the  graud  piano.  At  the 
time  of  my  visit  a  well-worn  book  of  Schu¬ 
mann's  sonatas  was  open  upon  it.  Over  the 
instrument  is  an  oil-painting,  a  remarkable 
study  of  aa  old  white  bearded  man,  and  be¬ 
side  it  a  number  of  shelves  for  music.  In 
this  room,  when  the  humor  is  upon  him, 
Verdi  sometimes  shuts  himself  up  for  davs. 
To  use  his  wife's  expression  in  commenting 
upon  the  fact  that  he  wrote  the  score  of 
•  Rigoletto”  tn  40  days,  “When  he  gets  hie 
ideas  together  be  never  stops  till  he  has 
worked  them  oat."  But  it  is  only  when  he 
ia  working  oat  sucli  ideas  that  he  depart.-, 
from  the  regular  routine  of  rising  at  5  aud 
going  to  bed  at  10.  As  a  role  he  takes,  or 
^  at  least  appear*  to  take,  far  more  interest  in 
fanning  than  in maaie.
